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President Truman's Foreign Policy 
Speech and Its Future Implications 


With the first excitement of President 'Truman’s un- 
expected address on foreign policy now subsiding somewhat, 
it.is well at this time to calmly appraise the contents of his 
Speech and its future implications. ; 


‘Speaking before -both ,houses of Congress, Mr. Truman 
asked for the enactment of a temporary draft. law, universal 
‘military training and speedy passage of the Marshall plan. 
‘He described the situation in ‘Europe as ‘critical’ and 
bluntly blamed Russia for it. 

“Very few people will disagree with the ‘President that 
the Soviet Union has been responsible for the unrest that 
grips Europe today. Only the uninformed or those for whom 
Russia can do no wrong will not see :the .relationship be- 
tween the Communist coup in Czechoslovakia and ,Moscow. 
The aggressive path toward which the Russian government 
under Stalin have turned has been pretty generally recog- 
nized by ithe American people. 

As for the Marshall plan, the Senate had already pass- 
ed it by a large majority before the President spoke and 
there was every indication that the house would do :like- 
Wise. “Polls taken of congressmen and senators have re- 
peatedly shown that a-large majority of them are solidly 
behind the European recovery program. Its passage .was* 
assured even ithough ‘Mr. Truman ‘had never uttered an- 
Sther word about it because congress in the main is just 
as aware of ‘the critical foreign situation at this time as 
the President. 


The request for both a draft and universal military ‘train- 
ing was,,of course, something new, although UMT ‘has long 
heen a:matter of public discussion and ‘Mr. ‘Truman‘has on 
several. occasions before urged its establishment. ‘By recom- 
mending the use of selective service as a temporary basis, 
the Chief Executive, no doubt, wanted to impress the, Ameri- 
can people with the pressing urgency of definite action by 
the |United States immediately. He didn’t elaborate specific- 
ally as to what the i‘dangers” ahead were. simply basing 
his, assertions on.the increasing threat of communism through- 
out the world. He didn't tell congress or the American 
people whether he had any information as to any future 
moves by the Stalinites. It is, of, course, reasonable to as- 
sume that'\Mr. Truman may have knowledge of events to 
come that he deemed wise not to revegl publicly at this 
time. 

One serious :flaw \in ‘the ;President’s speech was that in 
advocating ;immediate mobilization of a portion of the na- 
tion's manpawer, he mace -no reference ‘to any increase in 
our present.air:force. If.we are:to be. prepared to meet. any 
emergency, it certainly .seems as if ‘the first «move would 
be to establish our .superiority.in the air before doing any- 
thing else. World ‘War II is:too recent a memory for any- 
One to have forgotien its tragic lessons that battleships or 
land armies alone can not win any modem war. 

Reports from Washington -indicate ‘that congress is gplit 
right in the middle on Mr. ‘Truman's ,proposals for arming 
the United States against any .possible aggression abroad 
and for the enforcement of:the peace. Party labels, appar- 
ently, are not the deciding favor in:the stand taken -by 
congressmen and it is obvious that they are considering 
the proposals as Americans, and not as {Republicans -or 
Democrats. This is a step in the right direction and good 
evidence that future discussions of our foreign policy will be 
based on the welfare of the nation and not on the. fact 
that this is an election year. 

‘This fact brings into. glaring focus one other factor ,in 
the President's address. Before making the historic speech— 
historic because the adoption of his. proposals would be a 
deviation from traditional American policy—Mr. Truman did 
not consult with the leaders in both houses .of congress. 
Instead, he chose to confer only with the military. In a 
matter as serious as this, the only fair thing to do, it would 
seem, would be to call in leading representatives of both 
parties, consult with :them and be guided accordingly. 
For our history has long proved that congress more than 
the White House, is the real sounding board of public 
Qpinion. 

None of us doubt the serious threat of Russia and her 
desire to spread her communist doctrine throughout the 
world. Every loyal American is united in wanting a real 
American policy that will put the welfare of this nation 
first above all other considerations. But we also have a 
right to expect that both congress andthe President are 
agreed as to what we must do to preserve our nation and 
the principles and ideals in which we believe. Until that 
agreement is reached the American people can not be 
expected to be sure as to just what their policy should be. 
For it must be remembered that'\Mr. Truman new represents 
the minority party and it.is-reasonable to assume | that. come 
Jan., 1949, he will no longer -be in the \White -House. ‘For 
that reason, if no other, the congress must decide .what is: to 
be the future policy of: this country in combatting commun- 
ism and Soviet ‘Russia. It is .well:for us-to keep ;that con- 
stanily in mind in :the days ahead.
